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Prelude to Crime 


A sober fact worth remembering 
when reading accounts in the daily 
press of ghastly auto accidents and 
crime, is that excessive drinking is 
usually a prelude to the fatal esca- 
pades. 

Just this week-end an alleged 
drunken airman who spread a trail 
of terror throughout Calgary plunged 
to his death by crashing into a city 
home. Mere luck saved the occu- 
pants of the house from being seri- 
ously injured. 

Now, because fatal accidents are so 
often the follow-up to a siege of drink- 


ing, we are not recommending prohi-' 


bition as an antidote. This newspaper 
quite frankly opposes measures as 
drastic as this, for the record of pro- 
hibition shows that it creates more 
evil, more crime, more graft and more 
corruption than the evil which it 
seeks to replace. 

When any modern state seeks to 


deny people liquor, it sinks into a 
cesspool of hypocrisy and filth. 


Yet liquor so often creates, on its 
own, a cesspool of grief and filth. 

What then is to be done? 

We believe that only a widespread 
program of public education in the 
use of liquor can lessen the impact 
that it has in over-indulgenice. ~~ 

It has been reported that British 
Columbia is experimenting with this 
form of education in the province’s 
high schools. The moral is that as 
people will always drink, only a well- 
integrated program of public educa- 
tion can hope to eventually produce 
a race of moderate drinkers, well- 
aware of the grief that liquor can 
cause. 

This may seem to be but an idler’s 
dream. As a matter of fact, it’s the 
only hope that we have for solution 
of the present-day liquor problem. 

Actually, the average man knows 
very little about the physiological 
reaction of liquor in the human body. 
Perhaps an effetcive scheme of adult 
education in Alberta could increase 


public knowledge on this vital subject, . 


and thus lessen the brutal assaults 
that liquor so often makes on human 
society. 


Crossroads of the World 


During the war years, Edmonton, 
as a vital point in the military opera- 


tions of North America, acquired the’ 


slogan ‘Crossroads of the World.’ 
With the arrival of peace, this appro- 
priate slogan lapsed into general dis- 
use, compared to the new ones of 
‘Gateway to the North’ and ‘Canada’s 
Oil Capital.’ 

Now, with the institution of air 
service by two major American air 


lines, Northwest and Western, Ed- 
monton is once more a_ genuine 
‘Crossroads of the World.’ 

It has been remarked by one avia- 
tion expert that within ten years all 
first class travel will be by air. He 
says that longer runs through the air 


will be “more economical, faster, and 
just as safe.” 

We are inclined to agree. In this 
fast-moving day, certainly anything 
that speeds up the transaction of busi- 
ness is going to receive a hearty wel- 
come. The arrival of Northwestern 
and, Western service in Edmonton, 
one of whose planes has been chris- 
tened .‘Province of Alberta’. is a 
memorable milestone in the growth 


of the Foothills Province. 

Now Edmonton is on a direct line 
of service between the United States 
and the Orient, and is the Parpern 
terminal for flights to Los igeles. 

What more could be required for 
a genuine ‘Crossroads of the World?’

All Parties Should 
Support It

Whatever objections there are to pro- 
portional ‘ representation—and although we 
are in favor of it we concede there are 
serious objections—they do not apply to 
the single tranferable ballot. The House 
of Commons is setting up a committee to 
consider reforming the Elections Act, and 
the single transferable ballot wilk.be sup- 
ported by the Conservative and Social 


Credit members on the committee. 

* Proportional representation applies only 
where there are several to be elected in 
the one consituency, such as in Calgary 
in provincial and .civic elections. Thédif- 
different parties or factions obtain repre- 
senation roughly in proportion to their 
strength. PR gave Calgary two Sociol 
Credit MLA’s in the last provincial elec- 
tion, one Liberal, one Independent and 
on CCF. Had it not been for PR, Calgary 
would have elected five Social Crediters, 
yet there was a strong anti-Social Credit 
vote in the city. 8 

The single transferable vote is used 
in constituencies where only one person 
is to be elected. It makes sure that the 
person who wins has the support of the 
majority of the voters. Under the “X’’ 
system now used in federal elections, 
people are ,often—in fact, usually—elect- 
ed with less than 50 per cent of the total 
vote. That can’t happen with the single 
transferable ballot as used in Alberta 
rural ridings. If the first count doesn’t 
give any candidate a full majority there 
is a second or third count. 

Where there are only two parties obvi- 
ously there is no need for the single 
transferable ballot. But in most of Canada 
there are more than two active parties. 

Mr. John Diefenbaker, leading, advo- 
cate of the single transferable ballot in 
federal elections, says the distribution. of 
members in the House of Commons. does 
not represent the popular vote. But his 
proposed reform will not necessarily cor- 
rect that distortion. Outside of Calgary 
and Edmonton, Alberta has 47 single- 
member constituencies which use the 
single transferable vote, and they elected 
46 Social Crediters and one Independent 
Social Credit. Yet many thousands of 
people voted Liberal and CCF, and even 
Independent. 

Only PR will give a legislative body 
constituted in proportion to the popular 
vote. The advantages of the single trans~- 
ferable vote are confined entirely to the 
individual constituency. Mr. Diefenbaker 
should have that clearly in mind. 

There is no conceivable objection, in 
our opinion, to the single - transferable 
vote, and it should get support from all 
parties interested in improving the ma- 
chinery of democracy in Canada. “3ut it 
should not be confused with proportional 
representation.

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Convicted Edmonton Criminal + 
Sentenced to Life Imprisonment 


Life in the federal penitentiary at Prince Albert, Sask. 
A number instead of a name. 


These are the things that a 
“mild-mannered” little man named 
Robert Young faced Wednesday 
when he was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment after pleading guilty in 
an Edmonton court to a charge of 
procuring an abortion. 

His sentence came as a 17-year- 
old girl was pronounced “out of 
danger” after spending almost a 
month in an Edmonton hospital as 
the “result of an abortion.” 

He admitted two previous con- 
victions on similar charges, ‘one 
of them almost identical to this 
case.” 

The life term is the first in the 
history of police court here. 

The middle-aged prisoner list- 
ened grey-faced as Magistrate S. 
G. Main pronounced the maximum 
sentence with startling suddenness 
after a brief 10-minute hearing.

been ‘medically minded.” 

“You're lucky you're not charged 
with murder,” assistant crown 
prosecutor Guy Beaudry stated in 
court. 

“T am asking for the maximum 
penalty—you deserve to be locked 
up for the rest of your life.” 

Young admitted serving three- 
year and six-year terms for abor- 
tion after sentencing in Calgary 
courts during the 1940's. 

Young elected to be tried before 
the police magistrate but did not 
enter a plea during a first court 
appearance, April 17.

Membership in the Alberta 
Motor Association has a good 
chance or reaching the 650,000 
mark this year, touching a high 
water mark in the history of the 
organization.

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Religion for Moderns 
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Interest in Religion 
Growing in Canada 


Everywhere, from all parts of the nation, comes news of 
the evidence of a spiritual revival among the people of this 
country, of growing interest in things religious and of ever- 
increasing crowds attending the worship services of the church- 

es. Of course, this is as it should be. 


However, in view of the ex- 
periences of the past, one can- 
not help but wonder whether this 
apparent turning to religion is as 
sincere as it might be, whether 
it is based on real conviction of 
the need of God, or because of 
fear of the destruction of the 
world by the atomic or hydrogen 
bonbs which man has created. 

F. J.  Foakes-Jackson,, in 
“Biblical History of the Hebrews” 
describes the religious revival of 
Israel thus: “The long war witi 
Syria had its effects both for 
good and evil on the people of 
Israel. It had been a biter stru- 
gle, and at one time, the nation 
“was almost annihilated, but it 
emerged from the contest victori- 
ous and stronger than it had ever 
been. Success strengthened its 
confidence in Jehovah. There 
was no danger of a relapse into 
idolatry. as in the days of Solo- 
mon or Arab. Every Israelite was 
an enthusiastic worshipper of 
Jehovah, for a great religious re- 
vival had accompanied the suc- 
cesses of Jereboam II. The sanc- 
tuaries ‘were thronged, offerings 
poured in, the festvals were 
scrupulously observed. A_ spirit 
of devotion seems to have pre- 
vailed; men eagerly entered the 
ranks of the prophetic order or 
embraced the rigid discipline of 
the Nazerites. But, above all 
things, the Israelites felt that they 
were the chosen people of Je- 
hova. They glorified in the name 
of Israel. They spoke of their 
country as the ‘high place of 
Isaac.’ They styled themselves as 
the ‘House of Jacob’ and the 
‘House of Josenh.’ The advent- 
ure of Jacob and Joseph and the 
deliverance from Egypt, were ap- 
parently familiar to all. 

“But the religion of Israel was 
as‘ hollow as its properity was 
delusive, and as a warning voice 
was raised at the royal sanctuary 
at Bethel by the prophet (Amos), 
who recognized the political dan- 
gers as clearly as he saw the 
underlying rotteness of the re- 
ligious condition of the nation. 

“If outward service could sat- 
isfy the demands of Jehovah, Is- 
rael was certainly not behind- 
hand when Amos delivered his 
message. The new moons and 
Sabbaths were scrupulously ob- 
served, every morning the cus- 
tomary sacrifice was offered, the 
tithes and free will offerings were 
paid, the people crowded to Be- 
thel, Gilgal, and even to distant 
nm 
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Beersheba .. . . Sacrifices 
were evidently offered with great 
profusion.” 

Outwardly, the people of the 
kingdom of Israel were very re- 
ligious but when Amos, the 
eighth century prophet, saw the 
people of Israel carrying on their 
elaborate ritual of worship, he 
could look beneath their acts and 


‘realize the hypocricy of it all. 


He denounced the woirshipers be- 
cause they failed to understand 
that all worship is displeasing to 
God when it is mere form with- 
out spiritual content. 

This is the lesson that all of 
us needs today, and it is of uni- 
versal significance. We need ‘ov 
ask ourselves: Has our worship 
become mere form and _ habit? 
Are we sincere and thoughtful as 
we participate in groyp and pri- 
vate worship? Outward formali- 
ty is mockery, as far as God is 
concerned. Long ago, the Ptro- 
phet Samuel declared, ‘Man 
looketh on the outward appear- 
ances but God looketh on the 
heart.” 

“Obedience rather than‘ sacri- 
fice” is the theme that runs 
throughout the preaching of the 
prophets’ from the time of Sam- 
uel to John the Baptist and to 
Jesus. The question is whether 
religion can be successfully sep- 
arated from life. Formalists in 
all ages have laid so much em- 
phasis on _ liturgies, sacrifices, 
rites and ceremonies that these 
things have come to mean re- 
ligion to many people. Amos, the 
prophet, warns that those things 
have no meaning in themselves 
but only aquire meaning if they 
are expressions of consecrated 
hearts. Jesus himself declared 
that,‘ Out of the heart are the 
issues of life.’ 


Unless. the teachings and prin- ’ 


ciples of Christianity are reflect- 
ed in the daily life of Christians, 
then the formal performance of 
one’s religion is hypocrisy. The 
expression of Christianity helps 
love*and faith to grow, but the 


bowing of the head without the . 


bowing of the heart is offensive 
to God. 

One writer says, “The.love of 
God either masters all of life, its 
forms of worship and standords 
of morality, or it masters none 
of life. Where there is sincere de- 
votion to God, there will be sin- 
cere worship and wholesome con- 
duct.”

Kin Likeliest 
To Kill Women 


CHICAGO. — Murderers of 
women are more likely to be their 
husbands or suitors than an un- 
known sex .assailant, an Indiana 
University sociologist believes. 

Dr. Edwin H. Sutherland bases 
this on a three-year survey. Of 
324 cases published, 102 assailants 
were ‘the victims’ husbands, 37 
were the fathers or other~ close 
relatives and 49 were lovers or 
suitors. 

Dr. Sutherland, a. crime expert, 
also states in the Journal of Crim- 
inal Law and Criminelogy that sex- 
ual. psychopath laws in many 
states are inadequate. They are 
based on a belief that a sex crim- 
inal repeats his act again and 
again. But the fact is, Dr. Suther- 
land asserts, sex offenders have a 
low rate of return to criminal 
habits.

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Salvation Army Sees 
- Unemployment As 
Major Problem 

TORONTO. — Salvation Army 
statistics show that. the average 
transient young man is not a home 
less man, but a many away from 
home, according to Lieut. Col. B. 
Waterston, Men's Social Service 
Secretary for Canada. The prob 
lem of the transient is less urgen’ 
now that summer seasonal employ 
ment is beginning. The Salvation 
Army’s major problem at the mo 
ment is the ,resident unemployed 
man, according to Colonel Water 
ston. 

There is an increasing number of 
aging resident unemployed men— 
in the 45 to 65 year bracket—who 
are living a precarious life, merely 
eking out an existence. These men, 
the Colonel stated, are dependent 
upon casual work alone, industry 
being no longer interested in them. 
Many have lost the skills of earlier 
useful work in them if given pro- 
days, but still have many years of 
perly supervised employment in 
work they are capable of doing. 
The Salvation Army feels that gov- 
erning bodies might do more to 
assist this type of man. 

Speaking of the transient, or 
migrant, the Colonel felt that any 
effort put forth for his benefit 
should always include a work pro- 
gram. Ways and means should al- 
ways be found whereby this type of 
person could eat and sleep by the 
labor of his own hand. Salvation 
Army hostel superintendents find 
that transients are usually young 
in years, about 60 per cent being 
under 25 years of age. In many in- 
stances it is not a matter of re 
habilitating these men, but of hab- 
ilitating them, as many never have 
had a job.

That hot Saturday afternoon in 
July, 1948, four dusty men in high 
boots, riding pants and open shirts 
stood on the brink of an Alberta 
coulee. For a few moments, which 
seemed like hours, they waited in 
silence. Then a deep, rumbling 
roar shook the ground and moun- 
tains of earth cascaded into the 
sky. 

Throughout the rest of the civil- 
ized world at that same hour mil- 
lions of men and women sat before 
their radio sets—waiting to hear a 
blast.

LAC LA BICHE. — Residents of 
this district are becoming alarmed 
at the tendency of the lake level to 
drop year after year. Recently the 
federal government made repairs 
to the dock here, but the Board of 
Trade sent a telegram asking that 
the dock be extended at the same 
time. At present boats pulling up 
to the dock can draw only 18 inches 
of water, which-makes the repair. 
ed structure just about useless. 

The lake is drained by the Lac la 
Biche river which flows out of the 
north-west end’ and); suggestions 
have been made that a dam be put 
across the river, not too far down- 
stream, to hold back the lake level 
and increase4t about two feet. Cost 
of this would be trivial, compared 
to the benefits possible. 


Dockage Losses 


It has been calculated that grain 
producers in _ Western Canada 
shipped a_ total of 484,568,828 
bushels of grain to terminal ele- 
vators in the 1948-49 crop year. 
In this grain was a total of 13,- 
184,183 bushels of dockage, which 
is equal to 10,945 carloads, or 199 
train loads of 55 cars per train. 
The freight cost to farmers in 
shipping this dockage was con- 
servatively estimated at $1,- 
313,418. 

In the past 25 years total 
freight on dockage has been esti- 
mated at $18,933,809. In addition 
the dockage, when calculated at 
the value of $10 4 ton, had a value 
of over $47 million, bringing the 
total loss in the 25 year period 
to over $66 million. These figures 
do not cover the entire loss as 
they do. not include lower grain 
value due to poor grades, and loss 
in threshing and hauling weed 
seeds. It is further calculated that 

to grow one bushel of dockage 
kills out from two to five bushels 
of grain. These estimates have 
been made by the mazagine ‘‘Can- 
adian Farm Implements.”

“An inevitable result,” is the way officials of the Farmers’ 
Union of Alberta described the Ottawa announcement that 


pegging of butter prices will continue. 


Decision to peg the 


price of butter at fifty-two cents per pound will be a great 
stabiliing factor in the law of supply and demand of Canadian 
dairy products in the future, the officials pointed out. 


By retaining the floor price, even 
though it is at a slightly reduced 
level, is indication that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa is 
aware of the serious threat to 
the economy of Canada’s dairy in- 
dustry, due to increased margarine 
sales in the past year. 

Margarine sales have more than 
trebled the surplus stock of butter 
across Canada, and there is indica- 
tion that the surplus will mount 
even higher. However, the slightly 
reduced floor price may increase 
volume of sales considerably one 
official stated. 

The fact should not be overlook- 
ed that in 1946 dairy production in 
Alberta alone, was worth $36,910,- 
000. Butter acocunted for more 
than 40% of the total of this pro- 
duction. 19.5 million pounds out 
of 40 million pounds was exported 
to other provinces. 60% of all milk 
produced in Alberta is utilized in 
the manufacture of butter. This 
goes to show how detrimental the 
continued use of margarine will be- 
come to a basic provincial industry. 

F.U.A. officials state that the 
farmers themselves could play a 
very vital role in protecting their 
own dairy economy, by reducing 
the use of margarine and increas 
ing proportionately their consump- 
tion of butter and other dairy pro- 
ducts. 


New Barley Is Not 
Ideal For North 


The variety ‘Moore’. develop- 
ed in Wisconsin, has received con- 
siderable attention as a new malt- 
ing barley for north-central re- 
gions of the United States. Al- 
though not licensed in _ this 
country, seed has been introduced 
in several districts. Experimental 
data available in Manitoba indi- 
eate that Moore is inferior to 
most of the commonly. grown vari- 
eties. In tests carried out during 
1949 at Winnipeg, Morden, Bran- 
don, and Melita, Moore barley 
averaged 54 bushels per acre com- 
pared with Titen, 62 bushels; 
Vantage, 61;-Montcalm, 58, and 
Flush, 58. 

These figures are supported by 
the findings of United States 
authorities who have stated that 
Moore would probably be adapt- 
nd to only the more moist areas 
if the Dakotas.

Loans Act with. loans amounting 
to $655,000, and 671 new barns, 
sheds and other outbuildings were 


constructed with the assistance of 
loans amounting to $716,000. 

In addition 900 loans in the 
amount of $795,000 were made 
for the alteration and repair of 
all farm buildings. ‘This included 
installation of plumbing and heat- 
ing systems. 

These building loans made dur- 
ing 1949 amounted to over $2,- 
000, 000, an increase of 50.2 per 
cent over the previous year. 

This increase in building and 
home improvement is probabiy 
due to a large extent to the mare 
abundant supply of building ma- 
terials and also to the increasiny 
desire of many farm families to 
raise the level of living conditions 
in the rural areas.

National Wheat Board — 
To Operate Annual Pool — 


From July 31, 1950, onward for at least three years the 
Canadian Wheat Board will operate an annual wheat pool. 
This statement was made by Rt. Hon. C. D. Howe, minister 
of trade and commerce. July 31 of this year marks the end 


of the five-year pool. 

The minister intimated that it 
is going to be harder for the Wheat 
Board to dispose of its surpluses 
because the world supply is likely 
to be more abundant and Canada 
will not have the same entry to’ 
the British market as has been the 
case during the past four years. 

Canada’s carryover at the end of 
the present crop year, however, fs 
not likely to be burdensome. 

Dealing with the ‘four-year 
Anglo-Canadian wheat agreement, 
the minister said that it was now 
apparent that Britain had obtain- 
ed the bulk of her wheat require- 
ments for three out of the four 
years at prices lower than she 
would otherwise have had to pay. 
On the other hand, this agreement 
provided-a substantial market and 
was the basis of a policy whereby 
Canadian producers got the best 
returns from wheat that they have 
had in any five-year peacetime per- 
iod in the nation’s history. 

Mr. Howe pointed out that there 
is really no free market for wheat 
in the world today. Australia, 
Argentina and the United States 
are set up to deal on government- 
to-government basis. Furthermore, 
many of Canada’s wheat customers 
prefer to purchase their grain 
through an official] agency and so 
it is obvious that the Wheat Board 
should be maintained to deal with 
them in the way they ‘prefer.

from renting or owning homes in 
a “restricted’ ‘area, thus passing 
a general judgment on an entire 
group, violating the individual’s 
dignity as a child of God and 
mocking the human brotherhood 
at the core of Christian teaching. 
Is that religion, or a symptom of 
the Nazi Nuremberg racism-dis- 
ease which drove Germany to 
moral break-down? 

Communism is an idea—not a 
nation, or a thing. However dis- 
ruptive and abhorrent to us in the 
West, it can be defeated only by 
another, more powerful, healthier 
idea. The H-bomb may destroy 
Moscow and the Russian people, 
and like Samson, bring down the 
whole temple of modern civiliza- 
tion, yet leave Communism in 
control of the ruins! Communist 
philosophy feeds on war, chaos 
and mass resentment! ... Today, 
it feeds on the vital of Western 
democracy. That prejudice is the 
“soft spot’? in the defense * pro- 
gram of Canada and the United 
States. 

Some citizens of Dresden, On- 
tario, who voted for anti-Negro 
discrimination in restaurants, 
brag about Canada as a “Ghris- 
tian country’—but treat their 
colored neighbors without the hu- 
mility which Jesus regarded as 
the essence of godliness . . .

On the contrary, it must 
become better in order to exist. 
The western way of life, to be 
safe, cannot be the same.

against the Soviet way is not 
enough!! What are we for? Hat- 
ing the foe is not as~effective as 
loving ‘and understanding what he 
hates. 

What is the essence of democ- 
racy? Above everything else, the 
feeling and consciousness of the 
sacred dignity and worth of man 
as God’s child. No human being, 
however humble, is an unimport- 
ant “nobody,” designed for ser- 
vitude, lackeyism, or inferiority. 
People must protected against be- 
ing pushed around and used as 
commodities or. robots—not be- 
cause they have a vote, but be- 
cause God dwells in them.

free. The UN Bill of Rights, to

To the four freedoms of Roose- 
velt, a fifth must be added— 
namely, freedom from shame.

Cruel contempt, casual 
treatment as a half-caste nonen- 
ity who does not count, cannot be 
compensated for by a friendly pat 
at election time. Rejection by the 
majority is the ultimate touch of 
spiritual violence and_ brutality. 
The Southern part of the United 
States, as Lillian Smith points 
out, is a “Killer of the Dream,” 
for which it has substituted a 
nightmare of walls that cannot be 
broken down. It is obsessed with 
Negro - segregation, 0 neurotic 
and helpless in the meshes of its 
own tearing.conflict that it turns 
against itself. 

The anti-Negro vote in the re- 
cent Dresden plebiscite was anti- 
religious and anti-democratic not 
because it. prevented a few hun- 
dred good colored citizens from 
eating in certain restaurants, but 
because it publicly and callously 
Shamed them, violated their self- 
respect, and segregated them with 
the finger of contempt—only for 
the pigment in their skin. 

Laws against race-religion bias 
are an essential step which must 
no longer be Postponed. A State 
is a moral body, no more exempt 
from morality than a person. The 
prophets of Israel established a 
pattern for ‘all time when they 
proclaimed the duty of kings to 
obey a Higher Law. The prestige 
and power of government are re- 
quired to lend official sanction 
and weight to the forces of free- 
dom. Let the State have moral 
courage—and the people will 
fillow. 

Canada should give notice to 
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mankind that it is serious and 
earnest about putting democ- 
racy to work. The day has 
ended when profession could re- 
place practisé. Files of employ- 
ment agencies reveal more about 
the health of democracy than 
speeches in the Assembly. Today 
hundreds of millions of colored 
people are being urged to accept 
the democratic leadership of the 
Western countries. Their answer 
is, “Show us that you really 
mean it!”’
